Executive  Council  removes 
Morgan  from  ASBYU  post

Dan  Morgan  was  found  in  violation  of  the 
ASBYU  Constitution  and  dismissed  from  the 
Social  Office  vice  presidency  by  the 
Executive  Council  Thursday. 

The  decision  was  reached  after  55-minutes 
of  private  deliberation  by  the  Executive 
Council,  and  announced  before  a  crowd  of 
bomber  pilot  in  the  Pacific  about  175  by  Supreme  Court  Chief  Justice 
during  World  War  II.  After  Gordon  Smith. 

The  statement  read:  “In  light  of  the  fact 
that  the  Executive  Council  feels  a  violation  of 
the  ASBYU  Constitution  did  take  place,  it  is 
our  decision  that  Dan  Morgan  be  removed 
from  the  office  of  ASBYU  social 
vice-president.” 

The  people  in  the  courtroom,  the  ELWC 
Little  Theater,  were  silent  as  the  verdict  was 
read. 

“I’ve  fought  the  thing  as  far  as  I  could,” 
Morgan  said.  “I’m  embarrassed  for  student 
government  by  this  decision.  This  decision 
has  hurt  student  government.” 

Morgan  said  that  he  believes  ASBYU  has 
lost  creditibility  as  an  equitable  organization 
in  the  eyes  of  students  because  of  the 
decision. 

Thursday’s  proceedings  did  not  include  Jim 


Religion,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU 
and  on  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  Church. 
Elder  Packer  served  as  a

Miller,  the  ASBYU  public  defender,  echoed 
LeBlanc’s  thoughts.  “It’s  apparent  to  me  that 
he  was  hassled  and  hassled  and  hassled  until 
they  got  what  they  wanted,”  he  said.

Spain  is  turning  over  the 
105,000-square  mile 
mineral-rich  territory  which  it 
has  held  since  1884  to 
Morocco  and  Mauritania  on 
Feb.  28.  The  two  countries 
say  they  have  historical 
claims  to  the  land  which 
Algeria  opposes.  The  Spanish 
reached  their  decision  in 
November  after  King  Hassan 
II  of  Morocco  sent  several 
hundred  thousand  unarmed 
civilians  on  a  march  to  the 
Spanish  Sahara.

Agency  said  in  Algiers  that  its 
forces  withdrew  “after  they 
admirably  carried  out  their 
mission.” 


The  Algerians  claimed  that 
when  fighting  started 
Tuesday  in  the  Amghala  area, 
its  forces  were  merely 
carrying  food  and  medicine 
to  Sahara  refugees.  But  the 
Moroccans  said  the  Algerian 
soldiers  came  from  the  41st 
Infantry  battalion.

The  life  of  Dr.  Carl  F. 
Eyring  is  a  testimony  of  the 
compatibility  of  science  and 
religion. 

His  talent  and  expertise  in 
science  and  his  commitment 
to  his  faith  gave  him  the 
opportunity  to  show  that  the 
two  are  compatible. 

He  came  to  BYU  in  1910, 
where  he  studied  physics 
under  Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher. 
He  also  studied  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin, 
Columbia  University, 
University  of  Chicago  and  the 
California  Institute  of 
Technology. 

In  1924,  he  returned  to 
BYU  to  be  the  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
He  held  that  position  until  his 
death  on  Jan.  3,  1951. 

During  the  university’s 
Diamond  Jubilee  in  1950  the 
physical  science  center  on 
upper  campus  was  completed. 
On  May  26,  1954,  the 
building,  which  houses  200 
lecture  halls,  classrooms  and 
laboratories,  was  renamed  the 
Carl  F.  Eyring  Science 
Center. 

In  a  letter  to  his  students 
while  he  was  dean,  Dr.  Eyring 
outlined  some  of  his 
philosophy  of  how  to  live: 
“Living  after  the  pattern  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  eternal  living. 


Rate  hike 
requested 
by  AT&T 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
American  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Co.  filed  with  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission 
Thursday  new  rates  that 
would  increase  charges  for 
almost  two-thirds  of 
out-of-state  long  distance 
calls. 

Rates  for  other  interstate 
calls  would  either  remain  the 
same  or  decrease  Feb.  12,  if 
approved  by  the  FCC,  AT&T 
said. 

It’s  estimated  the  changes 
will  increase  an  average 
resident  customer’s  bill  by 
about  10  cents  a  month,  | 
while  the  average  business 
customer’s  bill  will  go  up 
about  $2  a  month. 

The  exact  amount  of  the 
increase  or  decrease  would, 
depend  upon  the  number  and 
type  of  interstate  calls  made, 
their  distance  and  duration 
and  the  time  of  day  placed. 

The  biggest  increases,; 
would  be  for  most  operator 
assisted  calls  such  as 
person-to-person,  credit  card, 
coin  and  collect  to  reflect 
sharply  increased  labor  costs, 
AT&T  said. 

The  filings  are  in  line  with 
an  FCC  decision  Jan.  19  that 
AT&T  could  file  new  rates  to 
raise  its  interstate  rate  return 
from  8.74  per  cent  to  9.5  per 
cent  for  a  $225  million  a  year 
increase. 

AT&T  said  the  new  rates, 
would  raise  AT&T’s  annual 
interstate  revenues  by  about 
2  per  cent.

Provo  is  building  a  24-foot 
Bicentennial  clock  and  a  city 
park  as  part  of  the  U.S. 
Bicentennial  celebration.  A 
book  of  local  literary  works 
will  also  be  published. 

Because  of  these  projects, 
The  American  Revolution 
Bicentennial  Administration 
(ARBA)  has  recognized  Utah 
County  and  Provo  as  a 
Bicentennial  Community. 

According  to  Dr.  Jenniev 
Poulsen,  member  of  the 


Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Bicentennial  clock  has 
already  been  built  and  is 
ready  to  be  put  up  as  soon  as 
weather  permits. 

The  clock  will  be  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  Provo 
City  complex^  The  structure 
is  of  heavy  steel  poles  with 
five  bells  in  the  middle,  which 
will  play  every  quarter  hour, 
Dr.  Poulsen  said. 

Provo  is  also  to  build  a  park 
which  will  be  mainly  for 
recreation  purposes  with  an 
amphitheater  and  eventually 
a  zoo.  It  will  be  located  on 


south  State  Street,  said  Dr. 
Clinton  Larson  of  the  Provo 
Bicentennial  Commission. 

Another  important  project 
is  a  Patriotic  Reader  which 
will  contain  local  literary 
works,  said  Dr.  Larson. 
“Poems  will  be  in  three 
categories:  the  land,  the 
people  and  the  nation,”  he 
said. 

Dr.  Richard  H.  Cracroft, 
chairman,  BYU  English 
Department,  is  in  charge  of 
the  entries  for  this  book  and 
after  all  works  come  in  the

Dr.  Larson  said  that 
although  BYU  is  not  a 
recognized  Community,  it  is 
part  of  the  LDS  Church 
which  is  doing  projects  for 
the  Bicentennial.  The  school 
has  also  planned  different 
activities  as  part  of  the 
country  wide  celebration,  he 
said. 

Over  three-fourths  of  the 
nation’s  population  live  in 
official  Bicentennial 
communities,  according  to 
the  American  Revolution 
Bicentennial  Commission 
(ARBA).  Thirty-five  of  these 
communities  are  in  Utah. 

For  a  community  to  be 
recognized  by  the  ARBA  it 
must  submit  an  idea  for  a 
project  already  in 
development.  The  projects 
must  be  developed  in  the 
areas  of  festival,  heritage  or 
historical,  or  horizon  or, 
future.  One  of  these  projects 
must  result  in  a  lasting 
reminder. 

After  the  application  has 
been  approved,  the 
community  is  given  the 
Bicentennial  flag  and  a 
certificate  of  recognition. 

Communities  that  have 
been  recognized  have  a 
chance  to  receive  awards  and 
even  royalties,  which  are 
gained  from  sales  of  stickers 
and  other  bicentennial 
objects,  for  their  own 
bicentennial  projects,  said 
Scott  Gilmore,  of  the  ARBA. 

The  ARBA  has  provided 
official  recognition  to  209 
Bicentennial  programs  or 
projects  of  regional,  national 
or  international  significance.

Look  beyond  tacts 
before  you  judge 

News  events  are  often  filled  with  a  tragedy  which  never 
makes  it  to  the  front  page  and  which  is  rarely  brought  to  the 
reader’s  attention. 

Such  is  the  case  in  reporting  the  recent  accusations  against 
and  trials  of  Jim  Pedersen  and  Dan  Morgan,  ASBYU  Finance 
and  Social  vice  presidents. 

Few  students  will  ever  know,  unless  they  were  in 
attendance,  of  the  staff  meetings  in  which  officers  under  fire 
had  to  conduct  business  as  usual. 

Few  can  imagine  the  joy  of  Jim  Pederson  and  his  wife 
when  they  were  told  chances  for  acquittal  were  good,  or 
their  sorrow  after  weeks  of  worry  and  stress  came  to  an  end 
with  results  opposite  to  those  they  had  anticipated. 

“When  I  walk  down  the  hall,”  Ped,ersen  said  Tuesday, 
“people  look  the  other  way.” 

Lives  are  involved  in  the  news.  Those  names  set  in 
nine-point  body  type  are  people. 

Few  of  us  seem  to  realize  that.  Far  too  often,  it  seems,  as 
ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  said  after  Supreme  Court  meetings 
Monday  which  handed  down  the  first  official  advisement  in 
the  cases,  that  the  public  is  indeed  “out  for  blood.” 


And  that’s  a  shame. 

Perhaps  it  comes  from  the  manner  in  which  the  stories  are 
reported.  But  the  reporters  in  question  on  this  series  of 
stories  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  give  everyone  involved  a 
fair  break,  even  to  the  point  of  calling  people  at  home  to 
make  sure  quoted  statements  were  accurate. 

Perhaps  it’s  because  Pedersen  and  Morgan  built  up  a  lot  of 
enemies  who  would  seek  political  revenge. 

That  seems  unlikely,  too.  Both  have  been  good  officers, 
and  both  have  people  working  on  their  present  staffs  who 
worked  against  them  at  election  time. 

The  Social  Office  under  Dan  Morgan  for  the  first  time  in 
years  has  been  in  the  black.  Pedersen  is  respected  and  trusted 
by  those  who  know  him  well. 


Both  have  had  crowds  of  friends  show  up  at  public 
meetings  debating  their  situations.  Other  friends  have  written 
letters  suggesting  that  the  press  had  no  right  to  make  the 
matter  public  in  the  first  place,  because  it  is  concerned  with 
private  lives,  and  the  actual  offenses  would  be  minor  if 
committed  by  a  student  not  holding  an  executive  position. 

More  than  likely,  the  source  of  animosity  lies  not  with  the 
press  nor  with  the  officers,  but  rather  with  those  who  read 
the  news  —  but  only  read  it  partially. 

Too  often  a  glance  at  a  paper  is  substituted  for  true 
investigation  on  the  part  of  the  reader.  A  headline  about  an 
accusation  is  automatically  transformed  into  a  conviction  in 
his  hurried  mind.  He  makes  value  judgments  without 
knowing  what’s  going  on  behind  the  scenes  -  and  often 
without  knowing  what’s  going  on  at  all. 

Those  who  say  a  story  in  the  paper  automatically  convicts 
are  ignorant  as  to  the  role  of  a  newspaper.  That  role  is  to 
inform  the  reader  by  presenting  facts,  making  him  aware  of 
what  he  wouldn’t  normally  notice  otherwise.  It  is  the 
reader’s  job  to  interpret  these  facts  and  draw  his  own 
conclusion  as  to  guilt  or  innocence. 

Too  often,  however,  we  as  a  public' assume  we  are 
informed  when  all  we’ve  done  is  to  skim  the  headlines  or 
listen  to  the  six  o’clock  news. 


Y  Constitution 


in need  of  change? 

The  ASBYU  Social  Office  was  run  by  a  part-time  student 
who  was  not  a  member  of  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University  last  semester.  Or,  was  he  a 
member  of  ASBYU? 

The  ASBYU  constitution  specifies  that  all  full-time 
students  are  members  of  ASBYU.  Yet,  it  does  not  state 
whether  part-time  students  belong  to  ASBYU.  Did  we  have  a 
situation  last  semester  that  would  be  similar  to  having  a  Utah 
governor  who  did  not  reside  in  this  state? 


Even  though  the  constitution  does  require  that  officers  be 
full-time  students,  it  does  not  stipulate  what  the 
consequences  should  be  for  officers  who  do  not  adhere  to 
this  requirement! 

Financial  Vice  Pres.  Jim  Pedersen’s  case  further  illustrates 
the  ambiguity  of  the  ASBYU  Constitution.  It  is  clear  that 
student  government  officers  are  to  maintain  a  2.25  GPA 
“while  in  office.”  However,  is  it  to  be  computed  for  each 
semester,  for  the  total  credits  during  the  time  the  officer  is  in 
office,  or  for  the  cumulative  college  total? 


The  recent  cases  dealing  with  constitutional  violations  raise 
the  question:  Is  the  ASBYU  Constitution  a  viable  document? 

Working  with  the  constitution  as  it  is  now  set  up  is  like 
trying  to  put  together  a  1,000-piece  jigsaw  puzzle  with  only 
500  pieces.  One  has  an  idea  of  what  the  picture  is,  but  not 
many  of  the  details.  In  some  cases,  the  person  is  unable  to 
put  parts  of  the  puzzle  together. 

It  is  time  for  a  thorough  revision  of  the  ASBYU 
Constitution.  The  Executive  Council  should  enlist  the  help  of 
the  law  school,  the  administration  and  the  student  body  in 
forming  a  viable  ASBYU  Constitution. 

Important  structural  changes  need  to  be  considered. 
Presently,  the  Executive  Council  is  both  the  legislative  and 
administrative  body.  Would  the  students  be  better  served  if 
the  Executive  Council  were  made  exclusively  an 
administrative  body  and  a  legislature  instituted? 

In  order  to  make  any  changes,  the  student  body  will  need 
to  take  an  interest  in  the  action.  The  present  constitution 
requires  at  least  10  per  cent  of  the  ASBYU  participate  in  the 
voting  and  that  two-thirds  of  those  voting  approve  the 
revision. 

Student  government  has  made  progress  this  year  in  being  a 
practicable  body  that  served  the  students’  real  needs.  A 
viable  constitution  is  needed  to  assure  that  this  end  is 
reached.

Most  BYU  students  are  heard  to  complain 
about  BYU  Food  Services  some  time  during 
their  stay  at  the  university.  However,  these 
comments  are  usually  of  personal  taste  rather 
than  complaints  against  the  quality  of  the 
food  preparation. 

BYU  Food  Services  prides  itself  in  being 
one  of  the  most  sanitary  restaurant  areas  in 
the  state.  Officials  who  inspect  the  cafeterias 
on  the  campus  regularly  are  amazed  at  the 
cleanliness  and  care  that  is  taken  in  food 
preparation. 

Sanitary  restaurant  conditions  are  expected 
by  most  anyone  who  eats  away  from  home. 
But  a  recent  study  showed  that  it  is  not 
necessarily  common. 

A  government  investigation  of  restaurants 
in  nine  major  cities  across  the  country 
checked  the  sanitation  practices  of  185 
representative  restaurants. 

The  study  by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  found  90  per  cent  of  the 
restaurants  inspected  to  be  “insanitary.”  The 
inspectors  found  everything  from  roaches 
crawling  on  food  to  improper  temperatures 
for  food  storage  through  the  sample  area. 
And  there  were  numerous  other  serious 
offenses. 

In  the  BYU  cafeterias,  all  personnel  are 
required  to  clean  up  as  they  Work,  as  well  as 
be  tidy  in  their  own  personal  appearance. 
Most  competitive  restaurants  do  not  seem  to 
have  this  pride  nor  see  the  necessity  of  having 
sanitary  working  conditions. 

The  government  study  was  conducted  from 
January  to  March  of  last  year,  but  an  FDA 
official  told  the  General  Accounting  Office 
(GAO)  that  conditions  “have  not  greatly 


improved”  in  restaurants  since  that  time 
In  order  to  assure  that  inspectionsTof 
areas  are  made  and  recommendation^ 


The  GAO  report  said  state  and 
enforcement  are  very  ineffectivl 
reluctant  to  suspend  or  revoke  pdrm 
violations  that  repeatedly  break  sani 
codes. 

Instead  of  students  making  c 
about  the  type  of  food  they  find 
eating  places,  they  should  perhaps  din 
what  precautions  are  taken  in  preparirj 
food.

The  fire  reportedly  began  in  a  bedroom  and 
was  detected  by  the  smell  of  smoke. 


No  lives  were  lost,  but  the  losses  suffered 
by  the  young  family  were  substantial.  The 
family  lost  practically  everything  they 
owned.

Most  married  students  find  it 
difficult  just  making  ends  meet,  without 
facing  a  disaster.

According  to  a  proclamation  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  1972, 
preventative  measures  which  would  reduce 
the  number  of  fire  disasters  include  improved 
public  education  and  early-warning  alarm  and 
detection  systems. 


According  to  a  February  1975  issue  6f 
“Money”  magazine,  a  $50  smoke  detector 
can  be  very  valuable  in  preventing  fires.  In 
fact,  such  a  unit  will  detect  a  fire  in  its 
earliest  stages. 


Isn’t  there  some  way  to  prevent  such  loss 
and  sorrow  as  the  Denny  family  is  now 
facing? 

Although  fire  insurance  can  reimburse  BYU 
for  the  partial  loss  of  a  building,  who  could 
reimburse  the  Denny  family  for  that  which 
was  burned?  Friends  of  the  family  and 
campus  organizations  are  energetically  trying. 


In  1975  a  number  of  cities  in  Utah, 
including  Provo  and  Orem,  adopted  Uniform 
Building  Codes.  They  require  “every  dwelling 
unit  within  an  apartment  house  shall  be 
provided  with  approved  detectors  of  products 
of  combustion  other  than  heat.”  The  codes 
required  the  same  protection  for  private 
homes. 


Studies  conducted  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Fire  Department  agree  that  75  per  cent  of 
residential  fires  begin  in  the  smoldering  stage, 
before  the  flames  even  begin.  Such  reportedly 
was  the  case  in  the  Wymount  Terrace  blaze.
